U.S. WIND PRESENTATION
At the July 27 Town Council Workshop, U.S. Wind representa-
tive Mike Dunmyer provided a presentation regarding the off-
shore wind project lease area located 12-27 statute miles from
Ocean City, MD, and noted that the U.S. Wind Construction
and Operations Plan (COP) is located on the Bureau of Ocean
Energy Management (BOEM) website and that many ques-

tions about the turbines can be answered at www.boem.gov.

340,000 homes.

A FRIENDLY REMINDER IF YOU RENT
If you have rented your property, you will need to pay rental
tax. The rental tax is 8% of your gross rental income and is due
by October 31, 2022. The Town has already mailed out rental
tax forms to all the properties who paid their Application for
Rental License Declaration.

Our yearly reminder to property owners.....the Public Works
Department is not permitted to enter on, or in, properties to
turn off or repair broken water pipes. Property owners, or
concerned neighbors who notice a broken pipe, must call Ar-
tesian. Please be prepared to provide the street address of the
property to Artesian’s customer service.

DID YOU KNOW?
In vehicle-pedestrian crashes at 30 mph, 20% are fatal to pe-
destrians aged 18-69 years and 37% are fatal for pedestrians
over the age of 70. At 20 mph, the risk of fatality is greatly
reduced to 7 percent. Slowing down can truly save a life!

daunting news for winter! As a reminder, when and if snow

rolls into Delaware and plowing Town-owned roads becomes
necessary, the Town cannot assist with shoveling private
walkways or plowing private driveways. Please make arrange-
ments with a snow removal contractor. Look in the local
newspapers or online for advertisers prior to snow season.

FREQUENTLY ASKED QUESTIONS

Why did the plow push snow in my driveway after
shoveling?

This is not done intentionally. Snow pushed into driveways is
an unfortunate result of plowing a street. We know that it is
frustrating to have to shovel out the end of your driveway a
second time, but it is unavoidable. To avoid extra shovel
work, try to shovel after the snow plow has driven by, and
shovel the snow to the right side of your driveway as you face
the road. See diagram (How to Prevent the “Second Shovel”).

Why was snow pushed into my driveway and not those
across the street?

It is common that most residential streets that are plowed
receive one center pass. Each pass pushes the snow to the
driver’s right. That is why one side gets the snow that’'s been

Where do | put my refuse carts when snow is piled at the
edge of the street?

Carts should be placed in your driveway opening or an area
cleared of snow between the walkway and street.

How to Prevent the “Second Shovel”!

When you do not clear snow to the
left of your driveway, the plow truck
dumps snow there. Your second
shovel.

Clear the area to the left of
your driveway.

Will the Town let us know of impending snowstorms?

Yes! If a major snowstorm/Nor’easter is approaching, the
Town will notify residents via an email news update (if you've
provided us with your email address), Instagram, or the Police
Department’s Facebook page.

What to Know About Rights-of-Way

All Town streets are located on land that is
referred to as the street right-of-way
(ROW). The width of the ROW can vary a
great deal, dependent on the width of
each specific street. There are also in-
stances where the centerline does not
match the center of the street ROW.

Within a typical ROW, some of the follow-
ing public, and allowable, facilities can be
found: driving surface, shoulder, drainage
systems, aerial and underground public
utilities, sidewalks or non-motorized
paths, traffic signs and signals. Mailboxes
in the ROW are allowed, provided they do
not encroach over the street pavement.

All non-approved objects placed within
the ROW are considered encroachments.

vegetation, irrigation, lighting, trash bins,
driveway chains and other numerous ob-
jects within the ROW as a measure of im-
proving landscape. However, these fixed
objects often become hazards to errant
motorists, vision obstructions, or interfere
with street and public utility improvements
and are subject to removal.

In accordance with Town Code §125-2A,
“No person shall obstruct any of the
streets, street rights-of-way, beach access
rights-of-way, or waterways of the Town by
placing thereon any barrier or impediment
to the free flow of pedestrian, vehicular or
boat traffic. Such barriers or impediments
shall include but shall not be limited to,
boats, building materials, machinery, trash
containers, landscaping timbers and pilings,

One important item to note is §125-2A8,
“Items placed in the rights-of-way per Sub-
section A(4) through (7) shall not block
stormwater drainage or the installation of
drainage systems.

Occasionally public works or Town staff
must remove items from adopted canal
ends that impede drainage and cause
ponding on the streets, particularly after
heavy rain events. Property owners are
encouraged to remove landscape rocks,
potted plants or vegetation from storm
drains prior to storm events as well.

If a Town official deems it necessary to
contact a property owner about an en-
croachment in the ROW, or if something is
determined to be an obstruction or imped-
iment, it is up to the property owner
(violator) to remove the obstruction within
30 days of notification.

In many instances, property owners or
contractors place fencing, rocks/boulders,

or vegetation.”

CODE CORNER

With many new construction projects in town, and many new
residents coming to the area, we wanted to remind everyone
what is required as you contemplate a new project at your home
in South Bethany. All major projects, whether it is a new home
build, a renovation, or deck replacement, requires a building per-
mit from Sussex County as well as South Bethany. Smaller pro-
jects, such as putting up a fence, replacing your HVAC, or replac-
ing your roof with new shingles, requires a South Bethany Build-
ing Permit. Please be aware that, in South Bethany, we are in a
unique ecosystem, that comes with special rules and regulations
for building. If you have questions or concerns about your pro-
ject, please make an appointment to visit the Code Constable,
Joe Hinks, before beginning any work. Please make sure any con-
tractor hired also has their South Bethany Mercantile License, as
this will prevent further complications with your project.

Trash receptacles - as a reminder, trash cans and recycle carts
not stored in a curbside bin, must be placed roadside for trash
pickup, and returned back to its storage area after pickup that
same day.

Each winter, we receive several calls |§
regarding broken water pipes, downed
tree limbs, opened or unsecured doors,
and loose debris scattered throughout |&2
the neighborhood after a storm.

Your home is your investment! If you own a second home, travel
frequently, or become a snowbird in the winter, consider a prop-
erty management company to take care of your investment.

Remember, town staff is not permitted to access private proper-
ties under any circumstance.

Do you rent your property?

Does your rental management company not only rent your prop-
erty, but do they also take care of the exterior work and land-
scaping?

Many property owners may think their rental company is han-
dling these chores, and they are not! Consider looking for a prop-
erty management company, local handyman and/or landscaper.
It is your responsibility to keep your property exterior and land-
scaping compliant with Town Code.
